Electrically welded Bteel barrels 


are made at Uxbridge, England. By 
easing the rolls tit the ends tbe pre- 
viously impossible task haa been ac- 
complished of rolling a flat steel 
•beet into the regulation barrel 
form. 
Tbe sheet metal is extended 


at the center only, the metal plate 
retaining its original width at the 
ends. Alter the ends have beep 
sheared the longitudinal eeam ia 
electrically welded by tbe process 
The beads are cut in a circular 
shearing machine and then corni 
«ated and dialled in o 400 ton hy- 
draulic press. The dished end fits 
inside the barrel bead, and a ring 
of sheet matalthree-quartera of an 
inch to «n inch wide is also placed 
outside tbe barrel and the three 
edges of metal are finally electrical- 
ly welded.
